Following is a record of the pro- 
ceedings of the Council of the Town 
-of Wainwright at its regular meet- 
ing in the Council. chamber on Tues 
day, February 4th, 1936. ~ 

The members of Council present 
at this meeting were Mayor J. G. 
Middiemass ‘and Councillors Link, 
*Lissimore, McLeod, Welch and Hun- 
tingford. 

The recorded proceedings of Coun- 
cil at its regular meeting’ of Janu- 
ary 21st, 1936 were read and, on 
motion by Coun. Liissimore, were 
azopted and confirmed as written. 

Mr. D. W. Parcels wrote, request- 
ing that he be allowed -a part of 
the rental from his building on Lot 
11 in Block 7 Plan 6445 V, and, on 


motion by Coun. Huntingford, the 
secretary-treasurer was instructed 
to inform Mr. Parcels that Mr. 


Duckfield has been notified to pay 
his whole rental to the Town of 
Wainwright as authorized by the 
T-wn and Village Act of the Prov- 
ince. 

Notice was received from the 
Bureau of Relief and Public Welfare 
of the aplication made by Mr. W. F. 
Heckett for relief and, on motion by 
Coun. Huntingford, this matter was 
laid over until the next regular 
meeting of Council and that in- 
quiries be made through the proper 
cLannels with regard to this man’s 
last earnings and the amount of 
these earnings and also with regard 
to insurance policy held by him and 
value of same. 

In connection with a telephone 
message received by’ the Secretary- 
treasurer in. connection with hospi- 
tal treatment required by one Wil- 
liam Kostachuk, on motion by Coun. 
Huntingford, it was unanimously re- 
soived that the Department of Muni- 
cipal Affairs be informed that Coun- 
cil refuses to accept any liability in 
this matter for reasons already as- 
signed. 

Mr. E. Messier wrote Council re- 
questing that body to guarantee his 
past due gas account and, on motion 
by Coun. Welch, the secretary- 
treasurer was instructed to inform 
Mr. Messier that Council has no in- 
tention of paying bills for gas fuel. 

The bureau of Relief and Public 
Welfare again wrote with reference 
to relief furnished to Mrs. Myrtle L. 
Bowers and, on motion by Coun. 
Huntingford, the secretary-treasurer 
was instructed to request the said 
Bureau to contact with Mr. Harry 
Bowers regarding his proper careé 
and provision for his wife and chil- 
dren and payment of the relief ac- 
count incurred in their behalf. 

The Royal Alexandra Hospital 
wrote requesting that the Mayor or 
a member of Council interview the 
hospital at some time in the future 
in connection with certain accounts 
for the payment of which that hos- 
pital desires Council to obligate it- 
self and, on motion by Coun. Welch,

Use Wain. Buffalo 
Save Europe's Bison 


Oarada’s success in saving the 
buffalo from extinction has been 
heralded as one of the outstanding 
achievements in the preservation of 
native fauna, and now the Canad- 
jan buffalo is to be used in an ef: 
fort to perpetuate the European 
bison. 

As a result of arrangements com- 
pleted between the National Parks 
Branch of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of the Interior and the Ber- 
lin (Germany) Zoological Gardens, 
twenty buffalo from the herds in 
our National Park here are to be 
used in breeding experiments with 
European bison. Nineteen buffalo 
cows and one bull, selected and 
choice specimens two years old, 
have been shipped to Germany from 
Wainwright.

Legislature is Opened 


At the opening of the Eighth 
Legis!ative Assembly of the Province 
of Alberta on Thursday last in Ed- 
monton, His Honor Lieut.-Gov. W. 
L. Walsh delivered the speech from 
the throne, and said in part:— 

Mr. Speaker and Members I as- 
sure you that I have every confi- 
dence that in our association to- 
gether we shall be able to perform 
the important duties to which I now 
welcome you. 

We are meeting on this occasion 
under a cloud of sorrow, owing to 
the loss of our widely respected and 
greatly beloved Sovereign, George 
the Fifth. It is with feeling not less 
deep and sincere that the people of 
this Province, together with the 
other peoples of the British Com- 
monwealth, have acclaimed the ac- 
cession of His Gracious Majesty 
King Edward VIII, who has a spe- 
cial place in our loyal affections. 

In entering upon your duties this 
Session, your attention will be di- 
rected to a full realization of the 
extent. to which general economic 
concitions of the world continue to 
affect our people, both urban and 
rural, and to the fact that the de- 
pression shows but little sign of 
abatement even after six years of 
devastating influence.

It is just forty years since @ be- 
gan as a young reporter to “cover” 
ational politics, In 1896 I spent 
half the summer on Major McKin- 
Jey’s front porch at Canton, Ohio, 
and the other half traveling around 
with William J. Bryan on -his spe- 
cial trains. That was the first time 
a Presidential candidate had ever 
attempted to talk to all the voters.. 

Political campaigning has taken 
on an entirely new aspect’ since 
radio broadcasting was first’ used in 
the campaign of 1920. This year it 
looks. to me as if it would be a bat- 
‘tle between Mr. Roosevelt and 
whomever the Republicans may no- 
minate. It will be an _ interesting 
show.

But in 1936, as in 1896, I 
think the result will be determined 
by the sober facts as they are pre- 
sented in the newspapers. 


FARMING .. . .. still problem 

I can’t remember a time when 
there wasn’t a farm problem press- 
ing to the front in national politics. 
George Washington faced a serious 
farm problem when he was Presi- 
dent. The ‘Whiskey Rebellion’ of 
1791 was a protest of the farmers 
in what was then the West against 
a Federal tax on whiskey. The only 
way’ they could profitably market 
their grain was by converting it in- 
to whiskey. That was before there 
were railroads or good highways. 

After observing a succession. of 
farmers’ political movements for 
farm relief all my lifetime, they all 
seem to me to have a common root. 
Farming: at best is a hazardous oc- 
cupation. To succeed in it takes a 
combination of natural talent, high 
intelligence, intense industry and 
great capacity for self denial. Also, 
usually, more capital than most be- 
ginning farmers can command. 

In other words, farmers are just 
about like the rest of us.

NEW LEGISLATION TO 
CONTROL HIGHWAY TRAFFIC 


Probability of uniform ‘legislation 
being enacted in all provinces of the 
dominion governing regulation and 
operation of bus and truck traffic 
was indicated last week by Hon. W. 
A. Fallow, minister of public works. 


This legislation will be the out~- 
come of the December Dominion- 
Provincial conference at Ottawa, 


on the matter. 

In December, Alberta brought to 
the attention of the conference the 
necessity of greater regulation of 
bus and truck traffic in view of the 
increasing competition with  rail- 
ways and the less taxes and contri- 
butions to the public treasury by 
bus and truck companies. 

There are 11 major points to be 
covered in the proposed bill, all of 
which will aim to exercise greater 
contro] over highways traffic. 

Schedules of fees for various 
classes of traffic will be provided. 

Alberta also is urging that a 
transportation commission fe estab- 
lished to control railway, highway 
and other traffic instead of having 
just a railway commission as at 
present.

FIRE-RETARDANT WOOD 
CHEMISTRY’S LATEST 


Coinciding with the statement of 
United States builders and insurance 
men that the United States fire 
losses for 1935 amounted to 10,000 
human lives and cost $245,000,000, 
comes a report from the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters contain- 
ing an assurance that there is such 
a thing as fire-retardant wood.
